Assisting the Young Farm ers 
were member* of the Kiwanis 
club and the Business and Profes­ 
sional Women’* club. 
The drought helped the visitors 
view the construction of a farm 
pond. Nine years ago the original 
pond was built. Muskrat* bur­ 
rowed holes through the earthern 
breastwork and completely drained 
the pond. The pond was rebuilt 
this summer, hut because little 
rai*i has fallen since the construc­ 
tion. construction work for the new 
pond was visible to the spectators 
touring the farm in hay wagons. 
F E R T IL IZ E R PROGRAM 
A stand of vernal alfalfa and 
other crops on tile farm gave the 
visitors an opportunity to see the 
results of the experiment in fer­ 
tilizer use tieing carried out by 
Weaner, 
along 
with 
six 
other 
farm ers in the county, in co­ 
operation with the Pennsylvania 
.State Extension service and the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. 
Under the program, the fer­ 
tilizer applications are based on 
annual soil tests, Hie guides to 
the farm explained, and result in 
some areas receiving 10-30-10 m ix­ 
tures. others 0-30-30 mixtures and 
others 10-28 28 mixtures. 
A restricted feeding program 
for 850 pullets of Cobh's strain of 
White Rock Cross was described 
The program is designed to per­ 
m it the pullets to grow to larger 
size before beginning to lay. Their 
eggs will go to a hatchery to 
produce broiler chicks. 
Seven acres of single cross hy­ 
brid corn and three acres of a 
double cross hybrid corn were 
shown with the guides explaining 
the ten acres on which the corn 
is growing had been a swampy 
norrtillable field until diversion 
ditches, bedding for surface drain­ 
age and 3,000 feet of 4-inch per­ 
forated tile were installed to carry 
away the excess water.
